belt endeavours and diligence, foz putting the ſatd 
Act of Parliament, and Acts of Conncill, to due 
and timely execution; Andthat every Coal-Malter 
ſerve the People of this Commonwealth readlly, 
confoꝛm to the ſaid Acts, and ſell their Coals at the 
Pꝛices andRatesparticularly expꝛeſſed and mentio⸗ 
ned in the Acts and Detreets of Councill concern⸗ 
ing the Coal⸗Hughes. And where the ſaid Acts of 
Councili are not ſpeciall, concerning the particular 
Nates, and Pꝛices, and Meaſures ok the ſaid Coals, 
That the ſaid Coal⸗Maſters (hal ſell their Coals at 
the Pꝛices, and with the Meaſures accuſtomed, and 
which has been in uſe at the laid Coal Hughes, by 
the ſpace ot ſeven pears bekoꝛe the twentieth day of 
July, one thouſand ſix hundzed fourty four years, 
being the date of the ſaid Act of Parliament; 
And koꝛ this effect it is Oꝛdered, That one ot the 
Commiſſioners foz each of the ſeverall Bounds 
abo ve⸗ſpeciſted, ſhall viſit the whole Harbours with⸗ 
in the Bounds reſpectively above-mentioned, and 
(all cauſe the People of this Commonwealth to be 
readily ſerved, conkoꝛm to the fozelatd Acts, with 
Power alſo to the laid Commitſstoners and their 
Quorum afozeſaid , to appoint their Dyets and 
Places of Meeting within their Bounds reſpective- 
ly above-related, fo2 the better and moꝛe exact put⸗

the Complainers, And it is hereby declared, That 
the ſaid Coal⸗Maſters, Coal⸗Greevers and Collyers 
(hall be ſubject and lyable to the Juriſdiction and

mentioned, and to the execution of the lame Sen- 

tence, in ſo far as concerns the putting of the ſaid 
Acts to due and exact execution, to effect befoꝛe⸗men⸗ 
| tioned, And it is Ozdered, That Letters, and alt 
execution neceſſary, ſhall be directed koꝛ Charging 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, and each of them, to accept 
this Commiſſion fo2 the ſeverall Bounds above⸗
